“the Word brought to fome civility, are defirous to havea courile 
of ordinary Judicature fet up among them: It is therefore or- 
dered by authority of thisCourt, that fome one or more of the 
Magiltrates, asthey fhall agreeamongft themfelves, fhall once 
every quarter keepa Court at fach place, where the Indians or- 
dinarily afiemmble to hearthe Word of God, and may then hear 
and determine all caufes both civilland criminal], not being ca~ 
picall, concerning the Indians only, and that the Indian Sachims 
fhall have libertie to take order inthe nature of Summons or At- 
_ tachments, to bring any of their own people to the faid Courts, 
and to keep a Court of themfelves,every moneth ifthey fee occa- 
fion, to determine {mall caufes of a civill nature,and fuch {maller 
criminall caufes, as the faid Magiltrates fhall referreto them; and. 
the {aid Sachiess thall appoint Officers to ferve Warrants,and to’

—rtothing, orto no purpofe, and if they met together among 

themfelves, they hadnonethatcould'teach them. [told them. 
that it was not pleafing to God, nor proficable'to themfelves, -to 
hear and underftarid nothing, nor having any that could inter- 
pretto'them. Therefore I counfelled them to meet together,and 
defire thofe that were the wifeft and beftmen to pray, and then

any way prophaned the Sabbath. As for example,upon a Sabbath. 
morning Cxtchamaguin the Sachim his wife going to fetch water 
niet with other women,and fhe begat to talk of worldly matters, 
and fo heldon their difcourfe a while, which evill cameto Na- 

- bantons eare, who was to teach that day (this N abstion is a fober 

-good'man, anda true friend tothe Englifli ever fince owr'com- 
ming) fo he bent hisdifcourfe to fhew the fanétification of the 

. Sabbath, & reproved fuch evils as did violate the fames & mong 
other things worldly talk, and thereupon reproved that which 
he heard of that morning. After hee had done, they fell to dif-

~ but he ftillrefuféd . and now the other Indians {pake unto him’ 
foberly, and affeGionatly, toputhim on, and divers {pake one’ 


after another,and {ome (éverall times. Mr,Wilfon againedid much’ 
dabour with him,and atlaft he did humble him(elf confefled all,’

Another great queftion was this, when I preached out of 1 Cor. 
6.9,10,11.0ld Mr.Brown,being prefent,obferved them to be muck 
#iffeHEd, and one efpecially did weep very much, though covered 
it what hee could; and after that there was a generall queltion,

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The cleare Sun-fhine of the G ofpel, 
ach Indiaws be fo teacheth inthe wayes of God? This lak queltion 


feemes to argue fome motions ftirring ia fome of their hearts to 


pity and teach their poor Countreymens and furely then will 
bee the mott hopefull time of doing good among them, when 
the Lord fhall raife up fome or other like themfelves to go among 
them and preach the Word of life unto them with fatherly or 
brotherly bowels; and yet I limit foc the mot High, who can 
make ule of what {nftruments hee pleafeth for this work. I hall 
conelude therefore with a ftory 1 had both by writing and 


word of mouth, from a faithfull* man which hee faw with his 


own eyes this Ocfob.7. There was one of the Indians at Novnane= 
tum, hath had a child fick of a Confumption many a day, and 
at that time died of it; whenit was dead, fome of the Indians 
came to anhoneft manto enquirehow they fhould bary their 


dead; the man told them how and what the Englifh did when | 
they buried theirs; hereupon rejeCting all their old fuperftiti= 


ous obfervances at fuch fad times Cwhich arenot a few) they 
prefently procured a few boards, and buy a few nayles of the 
Exglifb, and fo makea pretty handfome Coffin, (for they are very 
dextrous at any thing they fee once done) and put the child in- 
to it, and foaceompanied it to the grave very folemnly, about 
40, Indians of them: whenthe earth was caft upon it and the 
gravemade up, they withdrewa little from that place,and went 
all together andaflembled under a Tree in the Wocds,and there 
they defiredone Tuta/wampe a very hopeful! Indian to pray with 
them; now although the Englifodo not ufually:meet income 
panies to pray together after fuch fad occafions, yet it feemes God 
itird up their heartsthus to doe; what the fubftance of their 
prayer wasI cannot certainly learn, although I have heardfome 
things thatway, which I thereforename not, onely I have and 
fhall indeavour to get it, if it bee poflible for the poor Indian to 
exprefle the fubftance of it, and fo fhall {end it if the thip ftayes 
long, onely this is certaine by him who was occafionally an eye 
and earewitnelle of thefe things, that they continued inftant 
with God in prayer foralmoft half an houre together, and this 
godly mans words to mee (who underftands a little of their lane 


- guage)arethefes that this I wtafmampe did exprefle fuch zeale in 


prayer with fuch variety of gracious exprellions, and abundance 
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Breaking forth upon the Indians in New-Exeland, 
of teares, both of himfelf and moit of the company, thatthe 
woods rang againe with their fighes and prayers; and ({aith he) 
J was much afhamed of my felf and (ome others, that have had fo 
great light, and yet want fuch afiectionsas they have, who have 
- asyet fo little knowledge. Allthis he faw flanding at fome good 
- diftance alone from them under a Tree- ni 
Thus you fee(Sir tbat thefe old obdurate finners are not altoge= 
ther fenfeleffe of Gods afflicting hand and humbling providen- 
ces; andthough natarall affection may be much firing in fack 
‘times, yetyou fee how God begins to fanifie fach affetions 
among them: and I wifh that many Englifh werenot outfripr 
herein by thefe poor Indians, who have got the flare I feare of — 
many Exgh{b, that can pafle by fuch fad providences without 
| © Yaying themin this manner to heart. I contefle thefe and many 
| fuch things which wee fee in divers of them, do make fome to 
| ‘ghinke that there is more of God and his Spirit in fome of their 
| hearts then we yet can difcover,and which they hope will break 
out in time. 7 
Thus you havea trne,but fomewhat rentand ragged relation of 
|. thefethings;ic may be moft futable to the ftory of naked and rag- 
ged men :my defire is that no mans SpeCtacles may deceive him, 
fo as to look upon thefe things either as bigger or leffer, better 
_ or worfer then they are ; which all men gererally are apt to doe 
~~ atthings at fo great diftance, burt that they may judge of them

as indeed they are, by what truth they fee here expreft in the 
things themfelves. I know that tome thinke that all this worke 
among them is done and atted thus by the Indzans to pleafe the 
| Englifb, and for applaufe from them; andic is not unlikely bue 
= {9*tisin many, whodoe butblazefor atime; but certainly ’tis 
not fo inall, but that the power of the Word hath taken place 
| in fome,and that inwardly and effeGually,bue how far favingly 
time will declare, andthe reader may judge of, by the ftory ic 
| felf of thefe things. Some fay that it irbe fo, yet they arebut a 
 fewthat arethus wrought upon; Beit fo,yet fo it hath ever been, 
many calledsfew chofen: and yet withall I beleevethe calling in of 
‘a few Indians to Chrif is the gathering home of many hundreds 
in one, confidering whata vatt diftance there hath been between 
| God and them fo long, even dayes A ye: Ses number 5 penidcring

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he cleare Sun-hiné of the Go pel,crc. 
alfo how precious the firlt fruits of America will be to fefus Chrift,- 
and what feeds they may be of great harvelts in after times’; and 
yet if there was no great matter feen in thefe of grown yeers, 
their children notwithftanding, are of great hopes both from 
Englifo and Indians themlelves, who are therefore trained up to 
Schoole, where many are very apt Co learne, and who are alfo 
able readily to anfwer to the queftions propounded, containing 
the principles and grounds ‘of all Chriftian Religion in their 
own tongue. Iconfeffeic paffech my skill to tell how the Gofpel 
fhould be generally received by thele American Natives,conlide- 
ring the variety of Languages in {mall diltances of places; onely 
hee that madetheir eares and tongues can raife up fome or other 
to teach them how to heare,and what to {pake; and ifthe Gof 
pel muft ride circuit, Chriitcan and will conguer by weakeard 
defpicable meanes, though the conquelt perhaps may be fomie=

she Southerne parts of this vaft continent,being laid in the blood 
ofnineteene Millions of poor innocent Natives (as Acoffa the 

Jefaite a bird of their own neft relates the Lory) thall certainly 

therefore bee utterly rooted up by fome revenging hand; and. 
when he is once difpoffelt of his Golden Manfions and Silver 

Mines, it may be then the opprefled remnant in thofecealts al- 
fo may come in. In themeane while if it bee the good pleaftrre of
